TOLD ON WALL PAPER 


An old faded piece of wall pa- 
per upon exhibition at the ‘Rich-

On this old piece of 
paper was printed the final edition 
of the Vicksburg, Mississippi, 
Leader. 

The paper bears the date of July 
4, 1863, or the day on which Gen- 
eral Grant captured the city of 
Vicksburg. There being no paper 
upon which to get out the news of 
the day, J. M. Swords, the editor, 
seized upon the idea of using wall 
paper of his office. 


In Gne corner and in a few words, 
the story of Vicksburg's capture was 


recited. It tells stronger than 
mere words the effect the loss of 
Vicksburg had on the south, The 
paper is the property of Mr. Her- 
rick, father of Mrs. A, CC. Bur- 
lick. Hie states that there is not 
noney enough in the world to pur- 
‘hase it.

‘“We are not the enemies of 
the German people and they are 
not our enemies. They did not 
originate or desire this hideous 


war or wish that we should be 
drawn into it; end we are vague- 


lv conseions that we are fighting 
their cause, as they will some day 
sec it, as well as our own. They 
are themselves in the grip of the 
same sinister power that has now 
at last stretched its ugly talons 
out and drawn blood from us.’’

| war fights for objects dearer to 
all of us than life itself—for 


freedom and democracy, for the 
safety of our own homes and 
families, for the honor of our 
country. You will think often of 
these objects during your period 
of training and after you actual- 
ly enter the trenches.
